(ilailstoiio declared that the matter was of 
tho groati'.st importance and that an iii- 
([uiry inuHt bo <,'r.uitetl iu order to jirove 
wlielber or not t lio greatest corporation 
in the I he count ry iiuii misused its truHt 
and adopted il.egal methods to prevent 
public opinion or to control legislative ac- 
tion. Sniitl), first Lord of tho treasury, 
without ailmiltiiij,' the truth of the state- 
ment, Hssi iitedio the appointment of a 
comniittee of iriipiiry. 

The tiovernment was loath to consent 
to the demand of the radicals in tho house 
of commons for a comniittee to iiujuiro 
into the charge that tliu London oorpora- 
tiim was using public moneys in sham 
aL^itation jiijainat reforms, but it did not 
dare to refuse iiivcsli^'at ion. The aittiiios 
of the eommittee will be iiublic. It is 
claimed there are abund.mt pnaifs that 
public moneys have been useil in getting 
up bogus meetings and petitions, and it is 
asserted that in the corpomtion's accounts 
sums liave boon put down as having been 
paid to jiersoiis who have, in reality, no 
existence. Tin- evidence, it i.i s.-iid, does 
not eliminate the higlurr members of the 
corporation as indiviiluals, iilthough it 
shows that they assented to the general 
loose a])plicatiun of the city's funds.

Mcl'allum, the first 
oH'cring himself as an independent coii- 
sei'vative and t-lie latter' being nominated 
by the liberal associafciim lis a sup|)orter of 
Blake. A\u\ while C'aiit. McCallum 
is an e.irneat and sincere advocate of 
labor reform, and a goiitloniau of high 
character for personal integrity and in- 
dividual worth, one whom to know is to 



esteem, and who, if elected, will reflect 
credit on tho community he represent*, 
yet there are, to my mind, questions of 
jiaramouiit iinportanco before tho electors 
which i believe take iiiecedeiice even of 
labor reform, — <[uestions which may aii'ect 
tho very existence of tho Dominion. The 
course pursued by Mr. Blake, in the Riel 
case, is one of the most important issues 
before the people. A -nian . who, because . 
he did not receive a bribe of $30,000, lot 
loose on the unfortunate settlors in the 
Northwest all tlio horrible barbarities of 
sjivage warfare; a man wdio, although 
educated in a Giitholic soiniiiary, had no 
respect for the sacred ciilling of tho priests 
and nuns who were ruthlessly slaughtered; 
and when this man met his just doom, 
Mr. Blake joined issue with tlie. bolting 
conservatives to defeat the government 
on the technicality that the court which 
tried Kiel was not legally constituted. 
That (luestiou had, previous to the exofju- 
tion, been carried to the highest court in 
the realm, the .privy, council, a court, 
eminently non.-parti2»ix iind impartial, far; 
removed from tho influence of party -bias, 
and to wlioBo decision Mr. Blake and 
every other citizen must bow That court 
decided that tho court which coiidoinned 
the misguided man was legally constituted, 
and confirmod +ho sentence. Tho liberals 
chim that Hiel is .'wt an issue in this cam- 
paign. Yet one gove.niniont has already 
beon defeated on this .■uiestion, in tha 
province of (Jiie bee, and tho ;nily hop© of. 
the liberals are the members e'.'eoted in 
that province on this very issue. 

The liberals are very proud to point to 
Mr. Mackenzie as a liberal of unflinching 
integrity, but compare his conduct with 
that of his leader on this ipiGstioii, in the 
bouse of commons, old and infirm, sitting 
up at tho risk of his life until 3 o'clock in 
tlie morning to vote against Mr. Blake's 
motion. Taku notice again of his language 
when re-nominated by his oonstituenta for 
the house of commons, "If ever the in- 
terests of country," he said, "conflict with 
the interests of party, I shall choose 
countiy every time," proving that oven 
Mr. Mackenzie considered that Mr. Blake 
had prostituted the interests of country to 
those of party. Tho liberals of Quebec 
jjoint also with especial pride to Mr. Joly, 
tho former liberal premier of Quebec, 
yet when called upon by his constituents 
he lefuHcd to endorse the Riel resolutions, 
declaring that they were suicidal to tho 
best interests of the country, and re- 
signed his seat in tho house, preferring to 
retire to private life rather than sully an 
unblemished reputation. It is somewhat 
singular tliat the two men in both pro- 
vinces, who are held up by the liberals — - 
and I believe justly — as men of sterling 
honesty of purpose, should oppose the 
measures of Mr. Blake as beuig disas- 
ous to the best interests of the Do- 
minion. 

Again, in the local elections in the pro- 
vince of Nov.-i Scot ia, the issue presented 
to the electors iiy the liberals was seces- - 
sion, pure and simple, and when they car- ' 
ried the elections by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, Mr. Blake telegraphed his con- 
gratulations on a success which might 
have ended in a dismemberment of the 
Uoniinion, tlius a second time in a few 
months, sacrificing the intorests of the 
country to the exigencies of party. A 
third point is tlie atCitude taken by the 
liberal party on the National Policy, their 
[josition on that question, judged by the 
s[ieecbes of the liberal leaders and tho ut- 
terances of the liberal press, being diffi- 
cult to define, for they are as varied as 
the colours of a chameleon. For holding 
strong convictions on these pointi^, possi- 
bly in error, but lionest ones' neverthe- 
less, and having the courage of my con- 
victions, believing it to be iny duty to 
op])oso a policj' which, to iny mind, is 
calculated to fo.stur a racehatred that may 
takegeueratioiisto'aUay, to condemn an act 
which might have led to a dismemberment 
of the Dominion, to disapprove of a vacillat- 
ing no-policy towards the industries of the 
country, I have been assailed with a tor- 
rent of villilic.-ition and abuse bj' that 
prince of scuriUity, the editor of tlie 
TiiHi's. Another accusation is that I am 
sujiportiiig Mr. Baker, who is an "aristo- 
crat by instinct and a snub by profession." 
I aih supporting Mr. Shakespeare because 
I believe that he has been consistent in 
his opposition to Chinese iniijiigration, a 
subject that has tirst consideration in lo- 
cal matters, a priiicijile I have niaititained 
at a pecuniary loss and great personal 
.sacriliee, at the time tho editor of the 
'I'iinr.i vas eiiii>luyii)g Chinese in his own 
household. In 3iip]iorting Mr. Baker,' 1 
am but adhering to a priiiciiile laid down 
by the workingiiien's party last aununer; 
they claimed oiio-half of tho representa- 
tion and held that the mercantile portion 
of tho community were entitled to the 
other half. I believe the principle to be 
a just one. The claims of the working- 
men are based on justice and equity, and 
not upon proscription; and jirovided the 
choice of the mercintile portion of the 
community is not inimical to the interests 
of tho workingnien, he is entitled to their 
support. So in this matter, as in tho 
(TiiiR'se (piestioii, I am strictly adhering 
to this principles of the party wliose sup- 
port I ri'ci.'ived in tho local elections. And 
now, Mr. Editor, with your jiormission, I 
will ask tJie editor of the Times a few 
liertinent questions, which, if truthfully 
answeix'd, will throw additional light on 
the subject.
